A case of great interest in view 
of allegations of trafficking in 
opium, was heard at the Mixed 
Court, Shanghai, on the 4th inst.

Jovino, was present during the 
proceedings and was referred to 
the prosecuting counsel as the 
owner of the opium. 


Cross-cxamined, the coolie said |.

Here Mr. Jovino interrupted 
and declared that ‘it was his pro- 
perty and asked that it should be 
returned to him. : 

Mr. Faithfull—You should not 
say anything like that unless you 
go into the witness box. 


Mr. Faithfull asked defendant 
if Jovino wasehis master. “ He 
replied that he was. 

Mr. Kentwell, addressing the 
court, said it could not bo proved 
that the accused was in posses- 
sion of opium.

ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 


: anit London, May 21. 

The Australian Premior, Mr. Hughes,. in.a most important 
speech on Empire policy, declaredthat the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
must bé renewed in some form and modified, if that was deemed 
proper by the forthcoming conference of Empire Premiers, to make- 
it acceptable to Britain, America, Japan and Australia. He said: 
“1 do not think that is impossible, “I think the interesta of Aus- 
tralia lie in a renewal of the Treaty.” - : 

Mr. Hughes said the Imperial Conference was called specially 
to deal with Empire naval defence. Until recently the Dominiong 
had no voice in the Empire’s forcign policy, That was right, be- 
cause the policy was defended by the Navy, which Britain owned 
and maintained, therefore a voice in the foreign policy was not 
justified. Statesmen of Britain were the first to recognise that the 
Dominions should be consulted on future foreign policy, because 
‘out of that policy wars were hatched. “Britain has told us 
plainly that she cannot longer bear the expense of maintaining a 
great Navy, and the Dominions must share the burden. No request 
could be more reasonable.’ 

“Any scheme of Imperial naval defence must provide for de- 
fence in the Pacific Ocean, That is vital to Australia. We are 
very near to the overcrowded East and we cannot be indifferent to 
what the great Easterners are doing. We must ensure that our 
acts and views are not misrepresented to them. They are our 
neighbours, with whom we desire to trade an@ live in peace. We 
have a coastline thrice as long.as that of America: Australia’s 
existence depends upon-an adequate Imperial Navy. The future 
hope of the world is an Anglo-American alliance. Therefore here 
is our dilemma, Our safety ties in the renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty, yet that treaty is anathema to America. 

“The trouble in America ig that the Japanese want the right 
of entry and to hold land.in the United States, Australia’s attitude 


is like America’s thereanent, but Japanese should not consequently - 
We admire their bravery and | 


think we regard them as inferiors. 
patriotism and acclaim their magnificent achievements. We have 
got our ideals, they have got theirs. I want the Japanese to un- 
derstand clearly that Australians are anxious to remain in peace 
and friendship with Japan. If the Japanese complain of any act of 
ours, it ig unreasonable, for no foreigner is allowed to hold Jand in 
Japan. They do not recognise naturaligsation as denationalising 
any Japanese, yet these are the main grounds of differences of 
opinion between the United States'and Japan. But “hese matters 
are capable of adjustment by peaceloving nations, It is the bounden 
duty of Australia to use every means at her disposal to effect such 
modus vivendi as will secure a renewal of the Anglo-Japanese 
Treaty in a form agrecable to the United States,’ Hence the dilemma 
is that while making every effort to retain the friendship of Japan, 
Australia and Britain cannot shut their eyes to the fact that there 
is great danger now of such naval rivalry in the Pacific as will bea 
heavy drain-on all concerned, and having reflex influences upon 
the whole world.” 

Mr. Hughes concluded: . “The most powerful © agency 
for the world’s peace is the British Empire, and the hope of peace 
in the future lies in some understanding between France, America 
and England. The League of Nations is unwieldy and clumsy.” 


UPPER SILESIA. 
; ¥ London, May 21. 
Telegrams from New York: report that Colonel Harvey's speech 
created a political sensation, especially as regards America taking 
part in the proceedings of the Supreme Council in regard to Upper 
Silesia. The authorities at Washington say that the United States 
representative on the Council will presently participate actively only 
on questions vitally affecting America’s interests. Meanwhile the 
officials are closely following the Anglo-French different, points of 
view. It is stated that the sympathies of the Government are 
entirely pro-British hereanent and, if necessary, official expression 
af these sympathies would be given.

At s dinvor given by the British group .of the 
China Consortium .in honour of Mr. Lamont, America's 
delegate, attended by ‘on Influential gathering, Sir 
Charles’ Addis urged that there was no problem fraught 
with more serious consequences for the peace of the world than the 
regulation of the relations between east and west. It was essential 
for British and Americans to see aye to eye hereanent. The Con- 
sortium was not completely successful but it haddoneas wellashuman 
wit could devise in surmounting difficulties and amalgamating inter- 
ests. Immediately the Consortium was signed the Powers were con- 
fronted with the disorganisation of the world’s markets and also the 
differences between North and South China. The Consortium was 
thus possibly condemned to a further period of inaction, but thia 


would be advantagedus if it gave an opportunity to take stock of 


the possibilities of the future of the Consortium which was not 
intended to interfere, directly or indirectly, with domestic politica 
in. China, It had no opinions in regard to the relative forms of 
government concerning which China must decide for heraelf, ” 

The Consortium was concerned only in aceing a government 
capable of governing, because, until then, the supply te China of 
free money for constructive purposes must largely -be restricted. 


China could be saved only by. her own exertions; therefore, the Con- 


sortium invited. the cooperation of a Chinese group to participate 
in discussions, ultimately with a view to shouldering her share of 
the burdens when able to do so. A syndicate of Chinese banks had been 
formed for the purpose inter alia of funding the floating debt of the 
country. Sg or 

«If the new movement led to mobilising the peoplo’s savings for 
national purposes, the purposes of the Consortium would be achieved. 
(Cheers). He urged that~the differences between North and 
South were largely academic. It was absurd to describe the 
situation. as that of civil war whon trade revenue was expanding. 
Sir Charles Addis drew attention to the progress made under the 
Republic, instancing the abolition of torture, the freedom of the 
native. press, expansion of education and emancipation of women. 
He refused to despair of a country which rose to such moral heights. 
(Cheers). grid ee ; 

Replying, Mr. Lamont emphasised the success of the with- 
drawal of Japan’s reservations as regards -the Consortium. The 
withdrawal had been of the greatest benefit to Japan. He believed 
the Japanese banking group would work with the same good faith 
us other banking groups. During his visit to China he was im- 
pressed by the underlying solidity of the Chinese character—their 
thrift in industry and innate honesty—and he believed in their 
future. The difficulties in Peking were most discouraging, he com- 
plained, owing to -the Inck of co-ordination amongst Government 
offices. -He was of the opinion that they would ultimately find China 
determined to look to the Consortium for financial assistance. ~

A Viadivostock despatch re- 
ports that the Chita Government 
has issued identical Notes to the, 
French and the British Govern- 
ments in the name of the Chita 
Constitution Conference. Ac.

A NAVAL PROPOSAL FROM 
JAPAN. 


An Alliance of Peace. 
Between America, Britain 
and Japan. 


* It ia needless to say that the 
Anglo-Japanese - Alliance is 
indispensable both from the moral 
and political standpoints, There- 
fore, the Governments and states- 
men of tho two countries: must 
always endeavour to protect tha 
common interest and eliminate, as 
far as possible, causes of friction. 
Thore is no treaty alliance with 
Tespect to which the parties are 


-fontirely at one in every respect. 


In fact, if there were no points of 
difference there would be no need 
for alliances or agracments, 
writes, Mr. Ozaki Yukio, M.P., in 
the Outlook (London). ~ : 

But an alHance should not be 
loft inactivoand unchanging with 
changing conditions. Politicians 
and leaders of thought must at all 
times endeavour to maintain and 
keop tho usefulness of the alli- 
ance abreast of the times. For 
this purposo, it is most essential 
that the authorities of the two 
sountries keep in close touch and 
perfect understanding, : 

And, not only the Government 
officials, butthe people af the two 
nations must endeavour to mair- 
tain'a hotter understanding. . For 
instance, there is a decided 
difference in the tone of the 
Preas of England and 
Japan in’ regard to China, 
Any divergonce of opinion’ bo- 
tween tho peoples of the allied 
countries is regrettable. Here is 
an ‘opportunity for thoughtful 
leaders of public opinion in both 
countries to bring - about’ more 
complete unity of thought and 
consequently friendly relation. 
ship, based upon better under- 
standing of an actual situation 
and not.upon misconception and 
misinformation. 

Further, in this connection, I 
propose the conclusion of an 
Alliance of Peace between Japan, 
Great Britain and the United 
States: Tho — Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance induced the Russo- 
Japunose war, and the-.Alliance 
of Central Europe incite’ the 
Great.War. in tho past, aut alli- 
ances have beon causes of ware 
as in the ease of tho above- 
montioned two. But the Peace 
Alliance I propose is entirely 
contrary to such former alliances 
in its nature, 

By the Peace Alliance of Japan, | 
Great. Britain and the United 
Stetes I propose to coma to the 
following agreements :~-- 

(1) Reduction of Naval Forco. 

(2) - Formulation of policy 
towards China and Russia. 

(3) In caso of any international 
conflict, the three Powers will 
decide their attitude and endoay- 
our to arbitrate. : 

(4) To improve and develop the 
League,of Nations so that there 
willbe no nosessity for the ex- 
istence of tho Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance or the Alliance of Peace 
among tho three Powers, 
~The naval expansion of tho 
three Powers is the zreatost threat 
to the peace of the world. Great 
Britain is said to have suspended - 
her naval expansion and appoint- 
ed a Committee of Investigation. 
Japan, likewise, should suspend 
the naval expansion for - six 
months or one year and opsna 
negotiation with the United: States 
to put an end to the competitive. 
naval expansion, 

I bolieve that the United States 
will willingly agree to the pro- 
posal. But if not, United States 
will not be spared from being 
called a warlike and aggressive 
nation.

GENERAL WOOD'S MISSION. 


The United States mission to the Philippines headed 
by General Wood, which arrived at Manila earlier in the 
month, issengaging in a fairly strenuous programme. 
Conferences, the reception of petitions, and lengthy tours 
of inspection are enabling the delegates to gather data; 
the tour, one judges, is being undertaken in a more serious 
spirit than that of the party of Congyessmen who visited 
the islands Jast summer. ‘We come avith open minds,” 
announced General Wood on his arrival. Perhaps this 
was by way of counterblast. If the views attributed to 
the General by an interviewer just before the party 
embarked at San Francisco were tobe credited, the head 


‘of the mission had already decided against Filipinol 
“From all the information that can be pieted | o¢ 


aspirations. ) : 
together,” observed this interviewer, “a compromise with 
the Filipino independence advovates is likely. to be the 
outcome. of the mission. Instead of independence a 
territorial form of government may result which will give 
‘the Filipinos citizenship, and incidentally pave the way 
for ultimate self-government.” 

This may be merely a piece of “intelligent —anti- 
cipation,” which is often another way of describing a 
random forecast. General Wood was studiously —non- 
committal in his remarks to the interviewer. . Even if-he 
had formed views in advance, he was. hardly likely to give 
public expression to them., Tt may be noted, t6o, that the 
‘views which the interviewer attributes to the head of 
the mission, although treated as a rejection of. indepen- 
dence, apparently provide for this ultimately. The 
phraseology is, however. ambiguous. ‘Taken in conjunction 
with other American .expressions of opinion, the 
views attributed to General Wood have evidently helped to 
stimulate the Filipino advocates of independence, who lost 
no time in making it plain to the mission that, like Sinn 
Fein, they. are’ whole-hoggers, The Filipino Nationalist 
party has factional differences besides it differences with 
the opposition party, but both Nationalists and. opposition 
agree in demanding complete independence.

When the United States established a protectorate 
over the Philippines as the result of the Hispano-American 
war, @ general promise of eventual independence was 
given, and this has been. repeated from time to time. In 
his last Message to Congress President Wilson reiterated 

~ the recommendation. It is not altogether clear, however, 
whether President Wilson and those of: like mind meant 
precisely what the Filipinos mean. “Home rule,” 
“autonomy,” and “ independence ” are not only terms lend- 
ing themselves to jugglery, but are open to genuine difler- 
ences of interpretation. For instance, President’ Wilson 
was understood to favour independence as all the States of 
the Union are independent in respect of their own affairs, 
so that under this system the Filipinos would control the 
affairs of the islands and send members to Congress in 
respect of Federal questions—in short, the Philippines 
would become an overseas member of the United States. This 
.is just what the Filipinos say they do not want. Rightly 
or wrongly, they claim severance. The prosperity the 
have acquired under American supervision does not wei 
with them. The only reservation the Filippinos are fend 
to give ear to is that, for their: own protection against 
possible new masters, they might grant the U.S. a. naval 
coaling station. America, of course, has substantial 
interests in the Philippines, quite apart from which there 
is the question of whether the Filipinos are at present 
qualified to undertake complete self-control. The some- 
what hot-leaded President of the Senate, Senor Quezon, 
-declared that “ we would sooner have a Filipino hell than 
en American heaven,” which is scarcely the language of 
statesmanship. Altogether, the mission’s report ts likely 
tu be an justructive document,

a monopoly it would also make 
certain ‘conditions regarding the 
profits of the Company.

An Excellent Procedure. 


In Saturday's Government 
Gazelle was published the drafts 
two new Bills shortly to be 
introduced in the Legislative 
Council and although ‘these Bills 
will scarcely arouse a.great deal 
of public interest we should like 
to take ‘this opportunity of 
suggesting that it would be 
an excellent practice to 
publish the drafis of all future 
Billa in tho Gazelle whenever 
such a procedure is possible. Too 
often it has happened that an 
important measure has been 
introduced without any previous 
warning and without adequate 
time given to the public for the 
consideration. of it. Of course, 
the usual practice of taking the 
first reading only at one meeting 
and of taking the. “working” 
readings at a subsequent meeting 
does give sufficient time in the 
majority ‘of cases, but the 
suspension of Standing Orders is 
not an unknown procedure, To 
publish the draft of a 
Bill in the Gazette is a 
very much more satisfactory 
method. The point is. not a very 
important one, but it is one of 
those little acts, which if conceded 
as a general rule, would help to 
establish a feeling of confidence 
and trust between the Govern- 
ment and the public and would 
disarm those who ‘ure fond of 
asserting that the Government is 
wont to “rush '’ its measures on 
an unprepared and undefended 
public. 


The Canton Situation. 


The news from Canton was not 
particularly cheering over the 
week-end. Although there are 
no reports. of serious’ fight- 
ing yet, the effects of the 
virtual] state of war existing are 
already becoming serious to the 
peaceful Chinese “traders on the 
West River. Not only have 
launches been commandeered by 
our Canton friends but the big 
trading junks that usually operate 
between Wuchow and Canton 
have been forced to lay up be- 
cause there are no power boats to 
tow them. And we are told that 
Wuchow is suffering from some- 
thing approaching commercial 
stagnation. Which all goes to 
prove ' that although Canton 
governments may come and 
Canton governments may go 
the paying by the people 
oes on for ever. One cannot 
look back to former armed con- 
flicts in and around Canton with- 
out hoping that serious hostilities 
will be avoided, for they are 
always accompanied by dia- 
turbance and distress that operate

Much scepticism 
has even invaded the usual 
clamour of our pubhe 
affairs, and the question 
was asked at our Annual 
Parliament “cui bono?”  For- 
ward-looking and alert. mission- 
aries are studying the situation 
very keenly, and are proparing 
to deal with it. In the last num- 
ber of the Chinese Recorder Dr, 
R. Y. Lo has a paper on the 
subject which records the result 
of considerable investigation into 
the state of thought, first among 
non-Christians, and second, 
among the Christians, them- 
selvos, The -gist of the paper 
is that doubt has infected 
even students supposedly study- 
ing in Christian institutions, Per- 
haps some may inquire how is it 
possible for such doubts to be 
found amongst-the students in 
our missionary schools. The 
auswer is very easy. Many of 
those doubts naturally occur to 
youthful minds that have been 
rendered ‘alert and active by 
Western studies. They do not 
heed to be suggested by sources. 
from outside. 


At the same time many return- 
ed students haye. translated 
sceptical articles and attacks on 
Christianity from magazines, Eng- 
lish, French, German, Russian, 
and these articles are appearing 
in secular magazines. Doubtless 
the students of our schools some- 
times seo or heer the contents of 
such’ articles. Assuredly these 
doubts are not due to their 
teachers.. To those who are living 
immoral lives,any stick is good 
enough. to beat the dog, and 
arguments ageinst Christanity 
are most welcome to such per- 
sons. Atthesame time, there are 
doubtless honest doubts, and 
someone has said there is more 
faith in these honest doubts than 
in all the creeds if they are held 
merely as an empty shell, un- 
related to reality and life. More- 
over, those who read history, 
under the guidance, for example, 
of -Terrot Reavelly Glover and 
Adam Storey Farrar, will be 
quite prepared for such a situa- 
tion as the present,

Wo ‘fuar it 
was like the date which Chu, 
Paochieh,. in the Hsi Yu Chi, 
swallowed down #0 quickly 
that he did. not know its 
taste. This was a vice, however, 
which even the Greek students 
where prone to, as appears from 
the following words of Plutarch, 
—‘The mind is not averse! 
which ¢alls for filling. It is a 
pile, which simply requires kind- 
ling-wood to start the flame of 
eagerness for original thought 
and ardour for truth. Suppose 
some one goes to borrow from his 
neighbour's fire, and then, on 
finding a iarge bright blaze, per- 
sists in staying and basking an 
the spot. Itis the same when a 
man comes to another to-borrow 
reason, and does not ‘realize that 
he must kindle a light of his own 
in the shape of thinking for him- 
self, but sits enchanted with 
enjoyment of the lecture.” 


REPRESSION USELESS. . 

It may bo asked how the situa- 
tion is to be handled, One method 
is by burning the books. This 
was the well-known. method. of 


‘the Emperor, Chin Shih-huang, 


who burnt the books, and buried 
the scholars. Such was his short 
and easy method of dealing yah 

€ 
Emperor, Theodosius I1, in 356, 
adopted a somewhat similar plan 
in dealing with the works of 
Celsus and Julian. The con- 
seqence is that the words of those 
writers are only known in frag- 
ments quoted by those who 
opposed them, But surely there 
is 6& more excellent way. 
The Chinese are amenable to 
reason. Arguments can be used, 
No new argument, necessarily, 
but ever needing re-stating. The 
old questions are.‘ever recurring 
from age to age, and nothing new 
under the sun is found after a 
close examination. The Chrig- 
tian Literature.. Society is mak- 
ing a special study of the situa- 
tion, and preparing up-to-date 
tracts which doubtless will have 
a large circulation. Itis an ora 
of epic conflicts, and there are 
signs that Chinese will also cover 
themselves with glory in the 
Homeric: combat. But there is 
an argument which is above all 
other arguments, the argument 
namely of a. pure and holy life. 
Even the sceptic Edward Gibbon 
attributed the success of the early 
Christians in large measure to 
the purity of their lives, and in 
every age this ie an apologetic 
which is absolulely unanswerable, 


‘GROUND FOR HOPE, 

As far as the Church is con- 
cerned, we believe it is sound. on 
tho fundamentals. As yet, no 
heresy or sect has cut itself off 
from the Christian body. The 
productions of Chineso Ohristian 
writers may, indeed,’ contain 


‘strange ideas unacceptable at the 


bar of foreign wisdom, yet such 
also was the case with the early 
apologists, such as Ireneeus and 
Origen, and yet Christianity was 
victorious, . As yet, Chinese 
Christians: are incoherent, and 
sometimes misty in their state- 
ments of their faith ;. the. reality:
